Albany, N. Y., April 21 (ff).— 


Governor Lehman hoisted a white 
flag over his battle-scarred budget 
today In token of capitulation, but 
he warned the Republican assembly 
leaders they haa to take responsibil- 
ity for consequences that "will be 
greatly dangerous for the future." 


Thus, the chelf executive opened 


the way for the legislature to reduce 
ihe gasoline tax one cent, end the 
month-long deadlock over the $308,- 
911,000 document and bring legisla- 
tive adjournment not later than May 


The Republican assembly majority 


cut the budget by about 116,000,000 
—including a deferment 
of in - 


1*0.010 in debt payments-so as to 
permit the gas taz reduction.

In a 2,000 word message to the 


assembly the governor said:" 


-You 
have full power to flout the 


constitution, to unbalance the bud- 
get and to create a shortage of

With power, however, goes responsi- 
bility and If you now elect to place 
temporary expediency above sound 
government the responsibility will be 
youni alone." 


"Burden Is Ours." 


Immediately, Republican Assembly 


Majority Leader Oswald D. Heck off 
the floor replied that "we accept the 
responsibility for our acts " 


After pointing out that he does 


not intend "to match obstinacy with 
obstinacy," the governor 
told 
the 


Republican assemblymen "If you ad- 
here to your past position end con- 
tinue to refuse to include this item 
of debt service in the' budget, "I will 
advise the members of the senate no 
longer to oppose your position nor to 
delay adjournment of 
the legisla- 
ture." 


As the bi-partisan committee pre- 


viously created to attempt to break 
the deadlock prepared to meet for a 
third time, sources within the party 
indicated 
the 
Republicans 
would 


stand pat on the deferment. 


Observers in both 
parties 
were 


careful to point out, however, that 
Governor Lehman referred only to 
the debt service item—leaving under 
discussion nearly 15,000,000 in other 
items Involving state salaries and ap- 
propriations. 


They expressed the belief that fur- 


ther bargaining would 
be made 


within the committee on the remain- 
ing items, with I quick compromise 
likely. 


Governor's Sumnmry. 


Meanwhile, the governor reviewed 


the whole situation, from his Intro- 
auction of the budget last January, 
summing up the resume with this 
statement:

Geneva, April 31 (JP).—The League 


of Nations dropped its active cam- 
paign for East African conciliation 
today with its position 
admittedly 


Imperiled by failure and with Ethi- 
opia1 protesting against the lack of 
action by the council. 


After adopting a resolution short- 


ly before midnight regretting 
the 


collapse of conciliation, 
continuing 


the imposition of sanctions and ad- 
dressing a supreme appeal to Italy 
for peace, the council adjourned un- 
til its next regular session, set for 
May 11. 


A revival of the peace efforts was 


scheduled, thus, to be undertaken 
after the French parliamentary elec- 
tions of April 26 and May 
3, 
but 


league sources said even that wag 
uncertain. 


Foreign Secretary Anthony Eden 


of Great Britain delivered a plain, 
two-fold warning to the council as 
a result of the peace failure. 


He declared, at the council's pub- 


lic session last night, that the na- 
tions' must expect no help from Bri- 
tain If they became involved In diffi- 
culties unless they'would be prepared 
to take combined action now against 
the adjudged Fascist aggressors. 


IXMS of Ffcith 


He warned, also, that,Great Bri- 


tain might lose its faith in the value 
of the league and turn to other ways 
of safeguarding its own interests un- 
less the nations fulfill their 
duties 


under the collective security guaran- 
teed by the league. 


His words were interpreted as an 


Indication that Great Britain, one of 
the leaders of the league, 
might 


withdraw from Geneva one day, just 
as Japan and Germany have with- 
drawn.

Yet even here there are many plfe 
falls for the mathematician.
